\Text) intensive electronte warfare was conducted in the Near East wars 
unleashed by leraeli aggressors in 1967 and 1973 againet the Arad estates. 
Rader, radio communications and radio navigation facilities set up active 
and passive electronic jamming. Attacks were delivered against radare by 
missiles homing in on the emissions, by tank subunite, arcillery and sabo- 
tage groups. Rader and infrared decoys were employed to divert guided 
mieeilese from aircraft and ships. Radio deception was carried out. The 
RES [radio electronics) of the sides in turn were protected againet elec- 
tronic suppression and destruction by homing missiles. 


/In June 1967/ Lerael attached primary importance to the factor of surprise 
in attacking Egypt, Syrie and Jordan. A large role was given to electronic 
warfare (EW) in chise along with measures of operational cover and deception. 
Thorough reconnatesance wes performed in EW intereste during preparations 
for the aggreseion, act which time reconnaissance located the positions of 
radars, 2RA (surfece-(o-air oiesile (SAM) systems) and AAA batteries, con- 
trol posts, communications centers, and the airfield network; and obtained 
data needed for conducting EW. As a reeult, even before the attack on the 
Arad etates, leree) had vaet information about t‘eir radio communications 
syetem, primary and alternate frequencies of the RES, and state and mili- 
tery radio communications lines. 


lerae]'s plan of aggression envisaged the disruption of interstate radio 
communicat‘one of Egypt, Syria and Jordan, disorganization of command and 
control and suppreesion of air defense radar operations. In carrying out 
their plen, the Israeli aggressors, in the first mass air attack on the 
morning of 5 June 1967, disrupted the operation of radare for detection and 
for control of aircraft and air defense weapons, and jammed radio communi- 
cations between Ciiro, Demascus anc Amman. In order to achieve surprise 














and bypose the Egyptian air defense syatem, attack forces of the aggressor 
aviation made a raid from the Mediterranean at altitudes of 150-300 m, On 
approaching the Egyptian shore, leraeli alreraft set up pasatve and active 
jamning of racare of the air defense troope. The radars and aircraft an. 
air defense weapons control poste were destroyed in firat order during 
nitikes againat aiefielde,? 


On the firat day of the aggression leraeli aircraft knocked out the Egyp 
iim front communtcatione center on the Sinai Penineula. At thie same time 
wabotage detachmnte landed there from helicoptere destroyed the wire 
communications lines connecting the Egyptian General Scaff with headquar- 
tere of the combined unite. As a result the control of Egyptian troops on 
the pentneula wae disrupted, The Israeli command performed radio decept ton 
by entering the radio communications of the Arabe' tank subunits and air- 
craft to tranemit falee orders and commande. Ase reported by the foreign 
prees, the Ieraelis sometimes succeeded in assuming “control” of Arab tanks 
and aircraft and directing them to areas or to airfields occupied by 
laraeli troops.’ For example, during the forward movement of the Egyptian 
4th Tank Diviaion on the Sinai Front to deliver « counterblow against the 
aggressor, LIeraeli deception personnel tranemitte! an order over this com- 
bined unit's radio net for a withdrawal of ite regiment beyond the Suez 
Canel. | The order wae taken as genuine and the counterblow did not take 
place. 


In order to achieve surprise, the troop concentration areas and time were 
kept secret as radio facilities were used on a limited basis until the 
troope aseumed che offensive. The regime of aircraft flights and opera- 
tion of radio communications and radar facilities was kept unchanged. 


These measures hindered the control of combat operations as well ase the 
coordination of aircraft, air defense weapons and ground troops of the Arab 
atates. Ae a result the [eraeli command succeeded in achieving operational 
surprise in unleashing the war and inflicting seriove damage on Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan in a seven-day period." 


During the Ieraeli-Arab war /in October 1973/ EW was conducted more inten- 
sively, with consideration of the experience gained in previous wars in 

the Near East and in Vietnam. A typical feature of this war was the fact 
thee tt reduced chiefly to a struggle by aircraft against air defense 
weapons and by tanke against antitank weapons. For this reascn the EW also 
wae conducted primarily for purposes of suppressing and protecting the RES 
of aircraft, air defense troops and tank unites and subunits. The jamming 
of air defense electronics systems reduced air force losses and disruption 
of radio communications for con.crol of tank unite increased the number of 
tanke disabled by an itank guided missiles (ATGM's).° 


Some 30 percent of attack aircraft in the Israeli Air Force were equipped 
with American electronic jammers and scme of them were equipped with the 
Shrike antiradar missiles for reconnoitering and suppressing RES. Many 
F-4 aircraft had rader illumination warning gear and the ALQ-71 and ALQ-87 








radar jammere, while che Aw4 aircraft had warning gear, the ALQ=19 and 
ALQ=100 radar jammers and the ALQ=55 communications jammers, 


Ry October 1973 the ITuraeli Air Force had 68 of the 400 warplanes equipped 
with communications j.imming facilities, In addition, during the war Israel 
received in addition Shrike and Standard ARM misstles, automatic gear for 
jettiaoning chaff packets and infrared decoys, ae well ae the ALQ-119 pod 
jammera for the Fe4 alreraft, Several Phamtoma were refitted as EW air- 
craft by suspending on pylone four pode with two radio jammere and 
inetalling devices for launching Shrike miseatles, as well ae automacic 
equipment for dropping chaff and infrared decoys,‘ 


At the beginning of combat operations chiefly passive radio jamming wae 
performed for neutralizing radare by aircraft using the ALE-~29 automatic 
equipment loaded with 32 pyrotechnic cartridges with chaff. In addition, 
aerial bombs with radio chaff were used, supplied to Israel by the Ameri- 
cane. In order to increase the capabilities for creating passive radio 
famming during the war, 2( F-4 aircraft were fitted with the new ALE-36 
automatic electromechanice] equipment loaded with chaff packets made of 
fiberglass or aluminum foil. Israeli aircraft employed luminous decoy 
bombs to divert SAM's with an infrared [IR] homing head. But according to 
foreign military experte, che homing heads of Strela-type SAM's did not 
react to the emiseione of these bombs, since their spectrum did not coin- 
cide with chat of the gas jets of the aircraft engines, and they hit the 
targets. Toe strength of emissions of tue IR decoys subsequently was 
increased. During the first week of combat operations, the foreign press 
reported that Areb air defense weapons shot down some 25 percent of 
Israel's A-4, F-4, Mirage and Super-Mystere warplanes. 


After wuffering telling losses from air defense: weapons, the Israeli Air 
Force directed ita main eiforte to the fight against radars control posts 
and alr defenee weapons and also shifted from mass strikes >y groups of 
24-30 aircraft to echeloned operations by small groupe of 4-8 aircraft. Its 
operating tactics also underwent a change. The aircraft usually would fly 
at extremely low altitude (20-25 =). On approaching the zone of coverage 
of the Arab alr defenee weapons, they would deliver attacks with antiradar 
miseiles from a distance of 20-25 km from the radars, then bomb radar and 
SAM positions, destroy fighter aviation on airfields and only after this 
ehift to support of the ground forces. Striker were delivered against 
SAM's with the eimltaneous use of communications jamming, performance of 
an evasive maneuver and action by diverstonary groups of aircraft. Communi- 
cations jamming usually wae accomplished from aircraft and helicopters 
flying over territory captured by the leraeli aggressors. The ALE-29 auto- 
matic equipment on Skyhawk eircraft would fire IR vecoys with luminous 
tracere to divert SAM's with IR homing heads away from attacking aircraft. 
Inatances were noted of the employment of American AQM-34H unmanned, con- 
trolled EW aircraft, which would approach the zone of SAM coverage 1.5-1 
minute before the arrival of attack groups of aircraft, drop chaff packete 
and switch on active communications jammers. Their flight was controlled 
by radic command or by programs placed in their on-board progrem devices. 














After mission accomplishment the aircraft would head to specific areaa, 
where they would land by parachute or would be picked up in the air by 
helicopters, ’ Aircraft would conduct demonstrations simultaneounly with 


the employment of EW facilities, 


The Iwraeli Air Force prepared carefully for ueing EW facilities, Recon- 
naissance of strike objectives was accomplished by manned and unmanned air- 
craft «pproximately an hour before the take-off of the attack group. During 
propare fone an analysis was made of air defense weapone and fighter and 
air defenee weapons guidance eyateme in the vicinity of the strike objec- 
tive. Then vulnerable elemente were identified in the enemy air defense 
contro] aysetems and recommendations were developed for their electronic 
suppression anc destruction. A planning table wae drawn up based on these 
data. It defined the procedure for employing EW capabilities for the 
entire flight of the attack group and outlined the approach route to the 
target and operating procedures in delivering the attack. 


Foreign military observers who analyzed the combat activities of the 
lereaeli Air Force note that while it was able to deliver surprise strikes 
against airfields, air defense weapons, control poste, communications 
centers and radar stations in the 1967 aggression and thus ensure supremacy 
in the air and on the ground, it no longer succeeded in doing this in 1973. 
The SAM and artillery systems guided with the help of modern RES demon- 
strated particularly high results in the battle againet Israeli aircraft. 
According to estimates of foreign military experts, 90 percent of the 110 
onemy aircraft shot down by the Arabs’ air defense weayons in the first 
days of the war were destroyed by SAM's and AAA and only 10 percent were 
shot down in aerial combat. 


In the opinion of foreign military speciaiiets, the reasons for the poor 
effectiveness in suppressing RES were the small amount of EW facilities 
used at the beginning of combat operations and the narrow frequency band 
in which the jammers operated.’ In addition, Israel allegedly did not have 
jamming capabilities againet new RES for coutrolling SAM's, which inflicted 
particularly telling losses on its aircrait. The effectiveness of communi- 
cations jamming performed by the Ieraeli Air Force was reduced by the fact 
that several types of RES were employed simultaneously in the mixed group- 
ings of air defense troops of Egypt and Syria. This hindered their 
suppression using the communications jamming gear of aircraft, which had a 
limited range of frequencies. 


Taking account of the heightened combat capabilities of air defense weap- 
one, foreign military specialists believe that there mist be continued use, 
along with EW facilities of attack aircraft, of special manned and unmanned 
EW aircraft capable of destroying and suppressing electronic facilities by 
jamming in order for tactical aviation to overcome air defenses. 


At the beginning of combat operations Israel's intelligence was not able 
to identify the new operating frequencies of Arab radars, which previously 
had not been noted in operation. The American APR-25. APR-26, APR-27 and 




















other radio receivere were not able to detect the operation of individual 
Arab radece and warn aircraft crews of radar illumination and the guidance 
of SAM's againet the aircraft. 


According to wn vadmineton of the foreign military presse, the ineuffictent 
operating range of Shrike mieeiles forced leraeli pilote to enter the cover- 
age zone of SAM'a i, order to launch them, The Arab crews of the SAM guid~ 
ance radare took steps to combat the antiradar missiles. In addition, the 
low effectiveness of communications jamming facilities of the Ieraeli air- 
craft te explained by improper planning, ineuffictent coordination, clumay 
operating tactice of the aircraft, the personnel's poor knowledge of the EW 
gear and also by che fact that some pilote were not switching on 

jammere at the beginning of the war, fearing to attract missiles and 
fighterea by their emissione. 


EW was conducted in the Israeli Navy using passive commnications jamming 

facilities and by launching decoys, which supported strikes by Gabriel 

missiles from guided missile boate against surface shipe and shore inetal)- 

ations of the Arab countries. They operated primarily at night in coordi- 

nation with helicopters which simulated guided missile boate and with air- 

craft which delivered etrikes againet shore radare and artillery posi- 

tions.’’ For example, that is how several Israeli puided missile boats 

delivered strikes againet Syrian naval ships in the vicinity of Latakia 

under cover of passive jamming in a sea battle on the night of 6/7 October 

1973, destroying three guided missile boate and one minesweeper. On the 

night of 6/9 October six Ieraeli guided missile boate employed passive 

jamming in combination with maneuver in a battle against four Egyptian 

guided missile boats in the vicinity of Damietta (the Nile delta) and 
destroyed three Egyptian boats, losing but one. *? 


Ground-based EW subunits equipped basically with American communications 
intelligence and communications jamming gear also functioned in the Israeli 
Army. They were deployed on the Sinai Peninsula and the Golan Heights 
within the tactical zone. The facilities of these subunits detected the 
operation of ground-based and aircraft RES in the frequency range froa 
2,000 to 16,000 MHz, determined the location of radar scations, control 
poste and SAM positions and performed commnications jamming. They used 
the janming in ean attempt to disrupt control of aircraft and ground units 
of the Arab countries just as wae done in June 1967. 


In addition to the aiccraft, ship .oard and ground-based EW facilities, the 
Israelis employed expendable communications jammers. In addition, when 
the Isreeli aggressors moved to the west bank of the Suez Canal their tank 
subunite and reconnaissance-sabotage groups destroyed SAM systems and 
redare of the Egypt‘an air defense troops. 


Ae asserted by the foreign press,*’ after the masse use of EW facilities 
the Ieraeli Air Force's losses were reduced threefold at the end of the 
October war of 1973. 











During the ware the Jeraeli military command organized intensive reconnais- 
aance of RES by manned and unmanned aircraft, helicopters and boats ae wel) 
aw by roconnalssance-sabotage detachments, The United States helped 

larnol collect intelligence, ueing the SR-71 aircraft and the "Big Bird" 
182 [artificial earth satellite) for this purpose. Resulte of aerospace 
reconnainasance were made known to the general etaff in Tel Aviv. For 
example, on 8 June 1967 Israeli aircraft erroneously attacked the American 
intelligen.e ship "Liberty" of the American Sixth Fleet near the shores of 
Egypt. She wae outfitted with gear for commnicatione intercept and for 
recording and analyzing radio eignale.’* On an assignment from the U.S. 
National Security Agency (NSA), the ship was engaged in communications 
intercept and the recording and analyeis of RES signale and clear-text and 
encoded radio conversations being conducted on the battlefield by troops 
of the Arab estates and the Ieraeli aggressors. The intercepted signals and 
radio messages were being deco. ed and tranemitted to American embassies in 
Near East countries, to the U.S. NSA and to the Israeli side. In addition, 
coded false orders in Arabic often would be tranemitted from the "Liberty" 
to disrupt command and control of Arab troope for military unit commanders. 
For example, that was the case in the vicinity of El Arish, where the 
Egyptiane were attempting to organize defenses. Obeying falee orders for a 
withdrawal, whici, were later found to have come from the "Liberty," Egyp- 
tim troops abandoned the city without resistance, * 


U.S. aerospace espionage has cont nued even after cessation of military 
opera..cas in the Near East. 


Employing new high-quality equipment sent by the Soviet Union, the Egyptian 
and Syrian armed forces conducted EW in order to disorganize the eneny's 
control and protect their own RES against suppression by communications 
jamming and destruction by homing miseiles. To disrupt enemy control they 
would deliver strikes against control poste and RES and would set up active 
and paseive communications jamming. For example, on 6 October the Egyptian 
Air Force delivered strikes against control posts and EW centers on the 
Sinai Penineula and againet the RES for control of aircraft , Jocated at air- 
fielde of Bir Gifgaf, El Arish, Rae Naesrani and Bir Tamada. As a result, 
the Israeli command post in the Sinai, an EW center and several Hawk SAM 
syetems were disabled. The fact that control of Israeli troops was trans- 
ferred to the command post at El Arish and the jamming of Egyptian communi- 
cations and radar facilities ceased can serve as proof of the effectiveness 
of chese strikes. 


To destroy air defense radars on the Sinai Peninsula, the Egyptian Air 
Force employed antiradar miseiles, which disabled several radars. Arab 
troops employed reconnaissance-sabotage detachments to destroy control 
poste and RES. For example, on 6 October Syrian commando detachmentr 
seized and destroyed three communications intelligence, communicati nas 
jamming and control centers in the vicinity of Hermon, Tell Obunada and 
Tell Faras. As a result the Israelis were deprived of the capability of 
conducting surveillance of Syrian troops and jamming the communicr*ions ot 
Syrian Arwed Forces. ° 

















Communtcatione jamming subunits of Egypt and Syria dierupted radio communi- 
cations controlling aircraft and ground forces and suppressed the operation 
of radio navigation systems and RES for guiding the Hawk SAM’ For exam- 
pla, on 6 October 1973 79 Syrian aircraft delivered a mase atrike againet 
Teraeli troopa in the vicinity of the Golan Heights under cover of active 
and passive communications jamming performed by aircraft and ground-based 
stations, losing only one wircraft, According to the foreign press, the 
comminicatione jamming was so effective that the Israeli SAM systems and 
fighter aircraft were not able to operate against the Syrian aircraft.*’ 
Meanwhile, coordination between communications jamming subunits «nd comm- 
nications intelligence was not organized in the Egyptian Army because of 
the negligence and mismanagement of the military leaders. Their work was 
not coordinated with troop combat operations. Therefore the communica- 
tiona jamming did not always disrupt control of the enemy's aircraft and 
ground forces unite ond combined units. 


To conceal their electronic facilities, the Syrians and Egyptians woul. 
maneuver frequencies and carry out other measures. They would defend 
ageinet communications jamming by using several types of RES in the a: 
defense systems which operated in different modes and on different freyv 
cies. They would conduct organizat‘onal measures and would employ protec- 
tive gear. All these measures hindered the Israeli Air Force in detecting 
and suppressing air defense RES and required the more intensive use of EW 
facilities, 


Vieual observation and communications intelligence, which detected enemy 
aircraft according t.\ the RES operating aboerd them, also provided valuable 
informat‘on on the air enemy in suppressing air defense radare by jamming. 


Thus, EW in the Arab-Israeli wars was distinguished by a high intencity and 
conducted with the use of a large amount of EW facilities, means of 
destruction by fire, and diverse electronic equipment in the air force, air 
defense, nevy and ground forces. It has been said abroad thot the basic 
lesson of the Arab-Israeli wars of 1967-1973 was the fact that the role and 
capabilities of EW both in offensive and defensive operations has increased 
considerably and continues to rise in modern warfare.’*® After conclusion 
of the ware the conduct of EW was analyzed in many capitalist states. Spe- 
cial attention'is given to an analysis of the operating frequencies, dura: 
tion, recurrence frequency, structure and other parameters of radio signals, 
knowledge of which ta needed in perfecting the equipment, methods and 
tactice of EW. ite results have shown that some of the EW capabilities 
being employed were of inasuffictent efiectiveness under combat conditions. 


For this reason the di:ections of research and development of EW technology 
have changec somewhat abroad, Instead of individual capabilities they have 
begun to develop systems, which include communications intelligence gear, 
gear for active and passive jamming of RES, antiradar missiles and radar 
and IR decoys. Aircraft and helicopters of tactical, army and deck-based 
aviation are being fitted with EW facilities. As the experience of local 
ware indicated, thie considerably increases their effectiveness in 




















performing Combet missions, Ae 4 result of the fact that there were high 
jonses of manned eireraft in local ware, the development of unmanned EW 
aircraft hee atepped up. Expendadle communications jammere, which demon- 
atrated eufficiently ign effectiveness, are being improved intensively 
Countries participating in the aggressive NATO bloc have begun work of 
improving gear for the detection and warning of illumination of combat 
equipment by electro-optical means, for improving methods of reducing the 
militery equipment’ own emissions, and improving meane of electro-optical 
suppression, There ie an ioprovement teking place in the quality of homing 
weapone in which homing warheads can be targeted not only on radio 
emissions of RES, but aleo on infrared (thermal) emissions of military 


equipment. 

EW tactice are being improved in numerous exercises of member states of the 
@gyreesive North Atlantic Allfance in Weetern Burope with consideration of 
the expertence of the Arab-lereeli ware and wee of the latest EW facilities 
and electronic technology intended for Buropean theaters of military opera- 
tions.’ 
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FUNCTION OF TEHRAN SECURITY STAFF DISCUSSAD 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 12 Oct 80 p 5 


[Interview with Brother Zavareh'!, deputy minieter of interior in charge of Tehran 
Security Staff) 


[Text] Security, economic and social chaoe are the natura byproducts of all ware 
and struggles. They are inevitable but could be brought under control to 4 great 
extent. Factors that usually add to the chaoe could be isolated and dealt with 
properly. This is possible int ways, by concentrated or scattered efforts. In 
other words, it would be impossible to achieve anything without « center or « point 
for coordination of all efforte and evaluation of possibilities. At the same time, 
the role thet could be played by people throughout the country should not be for- 
gotten. Past experience has proven that whenever society was faced with a gortel 
danger, people came together and were united. Thie tremendous power should not be 
overlooked. This ‘s exactly what happened following the war imposed on us vy Iraq 
which caused the formation of Tehren Security Staff. It is the duty and responsi- 
bility of the etaff, which i# the subject of thie report, to become a focal point 
aimed at harnessing the ecattered power and forces of devoted individuals in greater 
Tehran #0 that social, economic and sentel security in the city could be assured. 
We have carried reporte about devoted revolutionary forces in the past. Even if we 
had not reported that it would have been enough {ust to open our windows and watch 
our revolutionary people all over the place. It looks as if the epirit of the 
Almighty hae been among our people everywhere in this lend. in this report, we are 
visiting a certer charged with coordinating these forces. Brother Zavareh'i, 
deputy minieter of interior and the head of Tehran Security Staff anewers our ques- 
tions. 


Responsibilities of Tehran Security Staff 


Question: When and for what specific purposes did the Tehran Security Staff begin 
to operate? 





Anewer: After « sudden attack by iraq againet our bases and centers during the 
last dave of the month of Shahrivar [23 Aug-22 Sep 80), the need for the formation 
of a staff capable of coordinating our wartime efforte was immediately felt. Soon 
after, at @ meeting attended by representatives from the general police depart- 
ment, gendarmerie, revolutionary corps, the committee for mobilization of the poor, 
held at the @inistry of interior, the Tehran Security Staff was born. Later, in 
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a divective eent to the Gewernors General, the formation for similar staffs were 
requested in the provinces. These were formed aleo by governors of various cities 
and towte. 


Quest'ont What te the difference between the Army General Staff and that of a cliy 
security etafft? 


Anewer: The joint etaff ie concerned with matters of border incidents and con- 
flicte and ite compuniques deal with news about armed conflicts. The Security 
Staff deale with internal affaires in the cities. 


Question: What has been accomplished by the Tehran Security Staff since its forma- 
tion? 


Anewer: The Staff is charged with two major responsibilities. One is security in 
the strict sense of the word. In time of war it is only natural for a series of 
problems and difficulties to develop in various areas of the country's economic 
and social life. Ancther responsibility of the Staff is that of planning designed 
to solve existing problems. With respect to security, coordination among the 
responsible organizations such ae the police, the army, and the mobilization corps 
has been established and an operations headquarters for Tehran already has been 
formed. On the basis of divisions for the committee-, Tehran has been divided 
into 14 districts. Ae 4 result, patrolling of the streets that was previously 
done by a single policeman from the police department, is now the responsibility 
of patrole made up of three people from the police department, the committees and 
the mobilization corps. Police and committee patrole also guard the city jointly. 
Regarding efforts to solve difficulties and problems created by war, committees 
have been formed to coordinate the related efforts. One such committee is that 

of firefighting. All organizations possessing firefighting equipment have been 
requested to coordinate their operation in order to be more effective during an 
emergency. Concerning medical care, a staff was established at the ministry of 
health following discussions about the matter. As to the fuel supply, committees 
are now etudying the matter to assure an equitable distribution. There also exist 
an economic mobilization etaff which is directly under the office of the prige 
minieter. il ama member of that staff, representing the ministry of interior. 

Ae far as the foodstuff is concerned, thank God, we have no worries. There is 
also no need for rationing. But for distribution purposes, a foodstuff committee 
hae been formed at the ministry of interior and hope to find out soon how it will 
work. For dietribution of foodstuff we rely especially on mosques as our bases. 


Propaganda Duties 
Question: What are the future plans of Tehran Security Staff? 


Anever: An important future task for us is that of propaganda anc guidance. This 
war that has been imposed on us instead of doing us harm has become a factor to 
help rid ue of the bad effects of the past. If we want to take advantage of this 
and make the most of it we must guide people and give them direction. One of the 
min goale of the imperialists during their years of domination of nations was to 
turn them into consumers and keep them away from spirituality. Now, an opportunity 
has arisen to inform those who are not yet quite © liar with our revolution, and 
try to return to our human selves. 
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We muet try to make use of things to the extent that ia necessary in our daily 
lives, discarding luxuries, in Tehran and other large cities, almost one third 
of the bread people buy is thrown away in the garbage cans. This ie religiously 
wrong aid economically haraful., Efforte must be made to prevent waste at public 
eating places (@uch as government self-services). As far ae gasoline and kero- 
sene are concerned, it is quite natural that our production will not be on the 
level ae previous years, because the Abadan refinery has been bombed by the Iraqi 
mercenaries and is no longer operating. It ie therefore necessary for people to 
conserve oil and refrain from entertaining or travelling. A family of four or 
five people should not live in separate heated rooms. They should conserve energy 
by keeping just one room warn. 


What the enemy thinke will cause us discomfort, if we face them wisely, could help 
make new people out of us and enable us to rid our society from lethargy and the 
influence of western culture. 


How to Resist 
Question: As a4 responsible official, what message do you have for the people? 


Anewer: First, cut down consumption and conserve. Do not cause lines to be formed 
which is something our enemies and antirevolutionaries would like you to do. Ob- 
serve the blackout. This does not mean that no one could turn on the light in his 
own house. It means that light should not be seen from outside. Cover yo windows 
facing the streets. The ministry of energy does not cut off electricity to avoid 
public hardship. 


Drivers are advised to cover their headlights with blue and drive with low head- 
lights. At the same time, we would like to ask our loyal and concerned citizens 
to refrain from bothering those who observe these regulations. I have unfortunately 
noticed, some evenings on my way home, that people are harassed even though they 
drive with their headlights covered and on low beams. Yet, they are hollered at 
and ordered to turn off their lights. It is impossible to drive in ⸗ solute dark- 
ness. Therefore people driving with their headlights covered and on low beam 
should not be stopped. Out in the country, drivers must not proceed with country 
beams. The last thing I like to point out is that people must stop spreading ru- 
mors. This could be done in two ways. First, we can do this by advising simple 
and innocent rumormongers against it whenever we come across one and stop the rumor 
right there and then. Second, to get in touch with security authorities whenever 
we meet rumormongers with malicious intents. 


Information Chamber 


After my conversation with Brother Zavareh'i, I visited the information and news- 
room. There were several telephones and a number of brothers were busy answering 
questions asked by people. I talked with Brother Ebrahimi who was in charge. He 
said: 


“The vast information we receive from the people is extremely helpful. For example, 
after we are informed by neighbors of a light burning somewhere, we act through one 
of our 14 committees to turn it off. I recall a short time after Iraq had launched 
ite military attack against us a Tehran University professor suggested that our 
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air force planes drop copies of Imam's communiques in Arabic over various towns in 
Iraq. The proposal wae immediately passed on to the joint staff and wae approved.

These are operating 24 houre a day to receive sugges- 
tions people have to offer.” 


Before my leaving the information center, someone called to say that flames were 
leaping from an old city trash area near his house. He then suddenly eaid "Iraqi 
mige are dropping bombs" and then hung up. At 4:50 pm the sound of airplanes and 
explosions made everyone rush to the balcony on the sixth floor. Two mige could 
be seen flying at low level, one of them leaving a thick emoke behind. A few 
minutes later, after the start of the red alarm, smoke columns could be seen in 
the distance. 


People's Suggestions 


At the end, I took notes of suggestions offered by people and telephoned to Tehran 
Security Staff for the purpose of printing them in the newspaper for the benefit 
of our readers. 


A Brother by the name of Morovat Moradi telephoned to say that he and his friends 
with a private vehicle stand ready for anything they are asked to do. 


Another caller suggested that in order to do away with kerosene lines mosques 
should be used as dist ‘bution centers. 


A brother f om the Voice of the Islamic Republic Radio called to suggest that the 
red "FF" 1‘ ghts [electric door openers] of homes should be covered by tape to 
make them i ivisible. 


Another Brocher telephoned to suggest that the Islamic Association of taxi drivers 
should be called upon to help transport passengers at nights. 


A Brother by the name of Mehdi Khalkhali called to propose that all people should 
be given military training. 


Another caller warned that air force pilots and military personnel should be in- 
structed to be careful during their interviews not to give away military secrets. 


Another caller's proposal was that of giving first aid instructions through mass 
media. 


A Brother Mar‘ashi called to say that it would be better if the date of the gaso- 
line purchase by taxi drivers was written in their gasoline booklets. 


Another « ° aggested that emergency telephone numbers be repeatedly broadcast 
by radio. 


One person asked that addresses and telephone numbers of recent army and revolu- 
tionary corps martyrs (killed in war with Iraq) be announced so that people could 
visit their families. He also suggested that memorial services for such people 
be announced so that people could attend. 
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Another suggestion wae that «a radio program in Arabic for the benefit of the Ara- 
bic speaking believe in our Islamic revolution be broadcast on wave lengths next 
to that of Iraq radio. It wae also suggested that messages by Imam Khomeyni be 
breadcast in Arable by our own radto. 


\ compatriot suggested that American sptes should be transferred co ofl refineries 
eo that they could get a taste of Russian bombs Iraq! pilots are dropping at the 
inatruction of the United States, 


A Brother called to suggest that a revolutionary council for Iraq be formed to 
‘unetion the same way it did during the revolution tn Iran. 


\ woman who had lived in Berlin during the bombing of that city, recommended that 
ople collect their chinaware and other loose objects from shelves to reduce 
‘anger in case of a bombing. She also suggested that during explosions people 
should stand close to columns and keep their mouths half open [sic]. 


A Brother caller had two proposals to offer. He said that taxi drivers who epread 
rumors should be severely punished. He also suggested that repairmen (mechanics) 
should learn how to fix and repair agricultural machines and equipment. 





A number of peopiec living along the Kara) highway called to say that driving on 
the highway during the blackout hours should be benned because drivers were now 
driving at night with their country beams on, 





Someone called to say that bis motorcycle ownere were filling their gasoline tanks 
with about 15 liters of gasoline at gas stations and then sell it at double the 
price. He recommended that the sale of gasoline to motorcyclists be limited to 

5 liters each. 


Another caller protested chat a number of people were harassing drivers at nights 
even though they drove with their headiights covered. 


One person suggested special uniform and insignias for Brothers now engaged in 
mobilization affairs and operations. 


Finally, another Brother caller proposed chat for the red sirens (during air raids)

MAYOR ANNOUNCES MOBILIZATION COUNCILS FOR TEHRAN 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 8 Oct 80 pp 2, 12 
[Article: "341 Local Councils To Be Formed") 


(Text) With the establishment of the headquarters for general services mobiliza- 
tion in Tehran, training programs in first aid, military rescue operation, fire- 
fighting and that of organizing various boroughs of the capital have already 
gotten underway. In making the announcement, Tehran Mayor Engineer Tavassoli 
called on people to help set up local councils as quickly as possible in order to 
be prepared to face conditions created by war. 


The mayor aleo added that as of 5 Mehr [27 Sep 80], local municipality branches 
in various eections of the city had been informed through a circular to prepare 
themselves to offer necessary training to people in first aid, firefighting and 
military operation, first for their employees, and next to the public, following 
formation of mobilization councils. 


The mayor said that central mobilization headquarters had already been informed 
and with the help of the Red Crescent Organization had completed mobilization 
training plans for the deprived people and the municipality, on a city-wide basis. 
Concerning the objectives of the councils, he described these as that of mobiliz- 
ing all city workers in order to help people during the war, giving first aid 
instructions, fighting fires and giving basic military instructions and organiz- 
ing people in different districts by local mobilization councils. The mayor 
further added that as of 15 Aban [6 Nov 80), plans to divide the city of Tehran 
into 20 new districts and 341 subdistricts will soon be put into operation. 


Regarding formation of local councils, the mayor said: "Under the existing war 
conditions, residents in each district should choose five trusted and honest 
individuals interested in civic duties, and introduce them to the headquarters 
of their local municipality. After their approval by the leader of the local 
mosque, they should be sent, along with two regional representatives, to take 
over the job of training people and organizing their area. This is to assure 
that all work is done voluntarily supervised by the local councils and that 
vital affaires of every area are managed by residents of concerned areas them- 
selves. Engineer Tavaesoli explained that formation of local councils had been 
under etudy for the past 18 months. He said that with the establishment of 20 
districte and 341 subdistricts exact areas are now designated the lists of which 
have been distributed to local municipality branch offices. He further announced 
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that in the divisions, each district te divided inte several amaller sections with 
the average population of each section reaching 10,000, based on 1355 (21 Mar 76- 
20 Mar 77) census. Some ot these districts are designated by cheir local titles 
and some are designated by numbers. 


Tavassoli also aaid that in recent weeks some 20 water tankers, equipped with re- 
pair gears, spare parts and accompanted by several mechanics had been dispatched 
to the wer zone areas of Dezful and Ahvaz. Five ambulances from tie Behesht-e 
Zahra cemetery had been dispatched to the war zone in the south along with e1x 
experts (firefighters) and one fire engine to \badan refinery. A number of ex- 
perts carrying firefighting equipment were also sent to the refinery in Tabriz. 
Cash contributions by municipal employees had been deposited to the special ac- 
count number 77777 of the Red Crescent Organization. 


In concluding his remarks, the mayor of Tehran expressed hope that people in every 
district in the country will soon take charge of the affairs in their own areas 
and that under the present war conditions form their local councils and prepare 
themselves to perform their duties.

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POLL SHOWS 50 PERCENT UNDECIDED ON KNESSET ELECTION

Record 50 Percent of Voters Undecided") 


[Text] Nearly he'* of the electorate is undecided about what party to vote 
fox in the next elections, according to the latest Jerusalem POST poll, 
taken at the end of October by the Modi'in Ezrahi Applied Research Center 
among a representative selection of 1,302 voters. 


This largest yet undecided voting bloc has been swollen by erstwhile national 
religious party voters, apparently because of the police probe involving 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon Abu-Hatzera. The NRP dropped to nine seats 
in this poll, compared with 12 in the previous August-September poll. 


The Likud and the Labour Alignment remain more or less stable at 22 and 58 
Knesset seats respectively. in the general election in May, 1977, the Likud 
returned 45 seats and Labour 32. 





It appears that the NRP losses may have slightly helped the Likud but not, as 
might have been expected, the ultra right-wing Tehiya, which has declined 
from the previous poll's projected three seats to one in the latest survey. 


The lost 3 percent in the NRP support surfaced in the undecided bloc of voters, 
which rise from the last survey's 42.6 percent of the electorate (undecided, 
26.5 percent; won't vote, 9 percent; won't say, 7.1 percent) to the current 
record level of floating voters of 45.4 percent (undecided, 32.5 percent; 

won't vote, 7,8 percent; won't say, 5.1 percent). 


According to centre director ‘Amiram Yarqoni, only 25.1 percent of those who 
voted for the Likud in 1977 would today choose that party. Yarqoni noted that 
only 18.7 percent of ex-Likud voters had switched to Labour and 43.1 percent 

had slipped into the floating voters bloc. He noted a high 73.6 percent 

fidelity among former Labour voters, with only 0.4 percent of former 

Labourites switching to Likud and 22,3 percent of former Labour voters undecided. 


According to the poll, there is a high level of undecided voters among old 
supporters of the Democratic Movement for Change, now amounting to 48.6 percent, 
with 39.1 of old DMC voters having switched to Labour and only 3.6 percent going 
to the Likud.

The older the voter the higher the level of indecision, and 43.4 percent of 
the floating vote belong to the lower educational brackets (part of the 
traditional Likud constituency), according to the poll, 


Further confirmation of this prognosis was the inclination of higher status 
voters towards Labour, with the residual support of the Likud still apparent 
towards the lower end of the education and income ecale, The Likud also 
enjoys more backing among the oriental communities (18,3 percent) than among 
those of western origin (7.9). 


Labour, on the other hand, enjoys almost equal support from all the communities 
(27.6 percent of oriental communities and 34.4 percent of westerners). 


Likud is stronger among those defining themselves as traditional (17.4 percent) 
compared to 8,2 percent among the secular-minded,

{Text} An overwhelming majority of the public believes that a minister 
involved in a police investigation should suspend his cabinet duties, accord- 
ing to a poll conducted for the Jerusalem POST, 


The poll was conducted by Modi'in Ezrahi Applied Research Centre against the 
background of police inquiries into allegations of corruption against 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon Abu-Hatzera. 


The response to the question "Should a minister against whom a police inquiry 
ie being conducted take leave from his duties?" was 74.3 percent positive, 
24.4 percent negative and 4.3 percent undecided. 


According to centre director 'Amiram Yarqoni, the heaviest demand for a minister 
under investigation to take leave was among the better educated--82.6 percent, 
western communities--81, white collar workers--78, the secular--81.6, the 
better-off--84.1, Jerusalem residents--86.2, inhabitants of the urban areas 

and rural districts--79.4 each, and labour voters--81.4 percent, 





A more forgiving attitude was found among those at the bottom of the educational 
scale--65.5, and among lower income levels--66.9, and blue collor workers--68.5 


A similar attitude was found among oriental communities--64.1, the religious 
section of the population--57.5, residents of Tel Aviv--64.9, and of the 

new immigrant towns--59.9. The level of tolerance was particularly high among 
voters of government parties--of the Likud--68.1, the NRP--66.9 and the Aguda 
block--44.4 percent.

NAVON INTERVIEWED ON PEACE PROCESS, RELATIONS WITH EGYPT

'Uzi Benziman: "Al-Sadat Has a Genuine interest in Continuing With Peace"; 
date and place not given] 


{Text} Question: Is the peace Egypt established with Israel a genuine peace 
or a trick to recover the Sinai Peninsula? 


Answer: The circumstances that led Al-Sadat to establish peace with Israel 
have not changed. ihe return of the Sinai Peninsula to Egypt has not been 
the Egyptian President's only consideration, although it is an important one. 
First indications of the Egyptian intentions to settle its conflict with 
Israel were already detected in the interim agreements: their readiness to 
allow free passage of Israeli goods through the Suez Canal and the declara- 
tion included in the interim agreement that the next stage would be 4 peace 
treaty. 


Egypt's interest in reaching a settlement with Israel are fundamental: Their 
determination to assure free passage of vessels through the Suez Canal, the 
desire to solve the complicated Egyptian demographic problem, their aspiration 
to develop the Suez Canal and not to endanger the renovated Suez Canal towns 
with a war. After the 6-Day War Egypt accepted the Soviet proposal and 
integrated a wealthy and educated sector of the population into the army ranks. 
For the first time in the Yom Kippur War these families suffered the agony of 
bereavement. This phenomenon also had an impact on the views of Egyptian 
policy-makers regarding the need to reach an agreement with Israel. The Arab 
masses regarded the Yom Kippur War as an important diplomatic, political and 
psychological victory. However, militarily speaking, following the initial 
accomplishments of the Arab armies in the first days of the war, the IDF 
advanced close to the Egyptian and Syrian capitals and threatened their 

armies and regimes. 








The Egyptian leadership remembers this. It would be recalled that it was 

Egypt that asked for a cease-fire. In a message to President Al-Asad on the 
occasion of the declaration of a cease-fire during the Yom Kippur War, Al-Sadat 
wrote more or less: following lengthy days of war I have concluded that we 
are not only fighting against Israel but also against the United States. I 
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am mot ready to again witnese the destruction of the Egyptian Army. My 
heart bleeds while | am writing these worde to you but I am prepared to be 
tried by hietery., 


Al~Sedet wanted to get rid of Soviet tutorehip and get the support and aseietance 
of the United States. In order to achieve this he had to settle his conflict 
with lerael. Therefore, the main reasons that led Al-Sadat to end the conflict 
with lerael are etill valid, Under no circumstances is there a certain and 
abeolute guarantee that the situation might change suddenly. However, the 
tgyptian situation and Al-Sadat's attitude indicate that hie desire to heave 
peace with lerael is fundamental, Moreover, it is worthwhile to judge leaders 
based on the way they epeak to their people. This t# a very good criterion 

by which to evaluate a policy. in Arabic, Al-Sadat talks to his people about 
peace. Time and again he talks to the Egyptians about thie issue and 

reiterates the importance of peace and the key role peace plays in Egyptian 
policy, We argues about it with the academic staff at Alexandria University, 

he epeake about it in the parliament, he emphasized Egypt's determination to 
honor its commitments toward Israel. Al-Sadat believes in hie just way and 
promises the Egyptian people that the other Arab nations will follow in his 
stepe. Following the talke | had with Al-Sadat and other Egyptian persomalities 


i gained the impression that they are very determined to establish peace with 
israel. 


Question: At what price?’ 


Anewer: Obviousiy, they pose several conditions for an agreement. Egyptian 
writere want to experience peace and, as far as they are concerned, this de- 
pends on the solution of the Palestinian problem and Israel's adjusting to 
their positions on various topics; an agreement should be reached on this 
point. They distinguish between full peace and a formal peace. 


westion: What do you think about the peace conditions posed by Egypt? 


Anewer: The basic premise in my contacts with the Egyptians was: there is a 
written agreement which should be entirely exhausted. We should persuade 

the Egyptiane to enhance the normalization in the relations between the two 
countries. I do not interfere into the question of whether, where and on 
which iesuee 4 compromise can be attained. 


Question: Among the people who accompanied you to Egypt there vere those 
whe returned to lerae) full of anxiety about Al-Sadat's intentions. 


Anewer: When President Carter arrived in Iscael in March 1979 to complete 
the negotiations on the Iseraeli-Egyptian peace treaty I cold him that we were 
contributing tangible and irretrievable assets to peace, such as the air 
bases, silitery installations and oil resources and that there was an incon- 
patibility between our investment in the peace process and the Egyptian 
contribution which was, essentially, their recognition of Israel. The 
Egyptian investment in the peace treaty is abstract and can be withdrawn 
easily. Thies ie the reason for anxiety regerding peace and its price. I said

thie to Carter. In my last visit I told Al-Sadat that it was important to 
deepen and expand the foundations of normalization in the relations between 
lerael and Egypt in order to dispel anxieties and suspicions and to increase 
confidence, I explained to the Egyptians that the tangible assete we conceded 
should be reciprocated by putting into practice the words of the peace tresty. 
There ia 4 peace treaty stipulating conditions and thie treaty should be 
exhausted, 


Question: There are those who describe Al-Sadat as a sly artist who regards 
peace as a trick to lure lserae! into a trap. 


Anewer: My impression ia that Al-Sadat hae a genuine interest in continuing 
with peace, He sees the nature and strength of peace differently than us 
because he has other considerations, such as the attitude of the Arab world 
toward Egypt. However, he fundamentally adheres to the peace process. The 
Egyptians tell us: We have given you what you have always wanted-~recognition 
of your existence. What you are giving us in return are assets that belong 

to us. One should bear in mind the Egyptian view which differs from our 
feelings. 


Question: The impression was gained that the cabinet handled the reports 
about your talke in Egypt in a bizarre way. 


Anawer; 1 have no complaints about the way the prime minister behaved upon 
reading and listening to my impressions about Egypt. 


Question: Did you discuss with Al-Sadat the possibility that a Republican 
administration may ve in charge in the United States? 


Anewer: I presume that there will be a temporary pause in the negotiations 
on the .utonomy because of the resuite of the U.S. presidential election. 


Question: Is Egypt at all interested in reaching an agreement o1. the autonomy 
before the retur: of the rest of the Sinai Peninsula? 


Anewer: They want to reach an agreement which will be the closest possible 

to their views about the nature of the autonomy. It is not convenient for them 
to reach April 1982 (the date for completing the IDF's withdrawal from the 
Sinai) without reaching an agreement on the autonomy. They are afraid that 

in that case the Arab world will accuse them of abandoning the Palestinians 
and giving absolute priority to Egyptian matters only. 


Question: Were you surprised at Al-Sadat's attitude toward the Labor Party's 
ideas regarding an arrangement for Judaea and Samaria? 


Anewer: No, It has been published that Al-Sadat is opposed to imposing 
autonomy on Gaza firet before an agreement has been reached on the nature 

of the autonomy and that, at this stage, he objects to a "Jordanian solution” 
for Judaea and Samaria. 
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Question: Would peace be threatened if lLerael and Egypt did not reach an 
agreement on the autonomy’ 


Anewer: Th: leraeli-Egyptian agreement on the establishment of the autonomy 
will determine the nature and quality of peace and relations between the 
two nations. The absence of an agreement on the autonomy would not 
necessarily threaten the very existence of peace. However, without an 
agreement on the autonomy thie would be « cold and formal peace, 4 sort 

of an end to the state of belligerency.

|\Teyt) (Question) Professor Yadin, what do you think Ierael should do now 
to explain ite positions to the new administration in the United States? 


|\Anewer) We first have to know who will be in that administration. As for 
the president--we know who he is. However, unlike other systems, in the 
United States at least 3,00%--if ot 4,000--pecple called officials, and 
cabinet members there are also otficials, are replaced. it is only natural 
that our information efforts, both by . leraeld Embassy or by the government, 
are alwaye directed at those who are in power at the time because then you 
know who you are addressing yourself to and you know whom you must talk to 
regarding each decision. Well, then, in my humble opinion the first thing 

is to know who constitutes the new administration, not only who is the 
president, but who are the cabinet members, the advisers, the undersecretaries 
and the like. I think thie will be our first g@ission: to know who they are, 
to establish contacts with them and, in many cases, perhaps explain again our 
basic positions. 





[Question) Do you share the assesement that the positions of the new adminis- 
tration, or the newly-elected president, are closer to the national consensus 
in Isreel on various issues’ 


|Anever) Assuming that what was said prior to the elections is fulfilled--and 
lL hope it is, because more than at any time before, the president will here 
be faced with the problem of credibility--no doubt Reagan's declarations, 
promises and remarks are often more similar and convenient to Israel in terms 
of the national consensus, such as the attitude toward the PLO, the matter 

of « Palestinian state and the Jerusalem issue--it is not exactly what we want, 
but it ie at least positive--and to a certain extent even what he said about 
the settlements, and anyone who so wishes can interpret his remarks as con- 
stituting an approval of the present government's maximal settlement plan. 
However 1, who do mot agree with this plan, regard this as a certain kind of 
endorsement of all the settlements (hityashvuyot vehitnahaluyot) in the Jordan 
Rift Valley, in Syria [as heard, presumably meaning the Golan Weights, 
previously Syrian territory) and other places regarding which former 
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U.8. administrations have never made a distinction between what was done 
according to one party's platform, or another, viewing any settlement es tab- 
lished since 1967 as being illegal. I would say that, judging by the opinions 
he expressed, he is undoubtedly 4 lot more positive toward the national 
conmeneus. 


(Question) Reagan talked about Ierael's role in a strategic alliance in the 
region. Do you think there is now room for suggesting a strategic pact or 
offering to Reagan to establish U.S. bases here or in the Sinai? 


|Anewer) I must say that people sent several months ago on behalf of Reagan-- 
he, of course, was not here, although Anderson did come--to explain Reagan's 
position had one main message to deliver, which they emphasized to us time 

and again, namely that Reagan regards Ierael as a strategic asset. This wae 
not said as a result of the voters’ influence or merely because of emotional 
problems. (as heard) ven with the current administration we hold talke in the 
atyle of a strategic dialoque from time to time. There is no doubt in ay 

mind that now it will be with much greater ease and clarity that we will be 
able to ask them what 4 strategic asset means; how do you regard it, how do 

we regard it. 





The two specific questions you raised have already been raised by the prime 
minister several times when he said that he would be able to make recommenda- 
tions to the cabinet on some issues you had previously mentioned, provided of 
course that 4 request for that comes from the American side. Then we will 
see. Yes, 1 see thie as an important subject which I think soon, when the 
new administration starts operating, we will be able to ask: What does a 
strategic asset mean to you and then explain what we regard it to be. 


(Question) One assessment says that the Reagan administration will move away 
from the Camp David accords and not act according to them. Do you share this 
assessment’ 


[Anewer) Let me tell you, this has to do with futurology and not with 
archeology [Yadin's profession). tt is very difficult to predict and I doubt 
that anyone knows. It is true that some advisers to Reagan, such as Jackson 
or Kissinger, even though they are not administration advisers but are advisers 
in setting up the administration, we are acquainted with each one's views. 

I have « feeling that at least until they realize--if they realize this at 
all--that it is impossible to exhaust or implement the accords, they are hardly 
likely, in my opinion, to come up with new suggestions. Do not forget that 

the administration, again as per Reagan's declarations, is not looking forward 
to plans demanding cooperation with the Soviets. At this juncture, any 
deviation from the Camp David accords will again lead to Geneva, or to the 
United Nations where the Soviets, too, have a say. This is my evaluation. 

Of course, should it transpire that it is impossible to implement the accords 
for whatever reason, they may look for alternative solutions. The media 
mentioned all sorts of thinge--such as solution by stages and the like. I 
think the Camp David framework will be sustained both in terms of one 
administration's commitment to pursue those made by preceding administrations 
and also because | cannot foresee another solution that they could at this 


point suggest. 














[Question) Finally, Sir, 4 question that hae nothing to do with the Reagan 
administration but with another regime, that of President Al-Sadat: It 
became known Coday Chat President Al-Sadat said during various conversations 
with President Navon thet he would not allow any Egyptian personality to come 
to parteke in am event that takes place in Jerusalem, in your opinion how 
should lerael] react to this move? 


|\Anewer, i do not know what he told President Navon and, therefore, I cannot 
comment on what you said, if indeed he had said ao, 


The problem is Butrue Ghali's etatement, and it is very important, We would 
like tailke to be held in Jerusalem, of course. In fact, apart from 

President Al-Sadat's vieit, only once did a committee which was ultimately 
disbanded, eit at the Jerusalem Hilton, Ali the meetings pertaining to 
autonomy in fact took place in Beersheba, Netanya, Herzliyya--at least in two 
of those places--and it was not by sheer coincidence. The fact of the matter 
is that we would like meetings to take place in Jerusalem, but we must also 
remember, even though 1 come not to justify them, that there are countries 
with which we have if not a peace treaty, then at least full normalization, 
which aleo have a reserved position toward Jerusalem, to use an understatement. 
We can only plead, but it would be very difficult to argue against the 
Egyptians and say: Why do you not come to Jerusalem, because they in turn 
could say: Why did thie country or that country remove its embassy from 
Jerusalem? At the same time, I believe that President Al-Sadat, in addition 
to other things, aleo very pragmatic and does not insist too much on these 
matters. I think that when the negotiations are resumed in effect and no 
great commotion in principle is raised on them and no pressure is applied on 
him on that point--and I saw that on a certain television program by, of 

all networks, our own television, it was precisely Israelis who pressed him 
five times: what about Jerusalem, what about Jerusalem--one must understand 
thet we, at least, should not make things more difficult for them. I hope 
that ultimately deliberations will aleo take place here. With respect to 
peace, what I would like to see is progress and that negotiations take place. 
Whether this occurs in al-'Arish or Beersheba or Netanya--at this stage they, 
too, will be fine. We will one day also reach the next solution, but this 
will take time,

Will Keep ‘Most of Hie Promises' to Israel") 


[Excerpts] What has happened since Reagan won the victory about a week ago 
that has suddenly sowed a lack of confidence about the future? Suddenly the 
Israeli Government has been assailed by a “links madness." We must develop 
links with the Republicans--this was said almost in a panic during the 
cabinet session. Two ministers asked: Why did Ambassador ‘Evron not make 
ties with the Republicans in time? There was more than a trace of blame 

in their questions for the ambassador's "blunders." 


lt seems there is no point in panic which, as far as can be seen, is the 
result of an Israeli complex of looking for faults in ourselves. Do “ties” 
per se embody some sort of special magic with the power to work new miracles 
in Ieraeli-U.S. relations? When Israel had "ties" with the outgoing Carter- 
Brzezinski administration, was its life always sweet? Did not that 
administration try, in ite own obscure way, to bring about Begin's downfall? 
In all the policy following Camp David, was not the fact that the United 
States was almost entirely identified with the Egyptian side in the autonomy 
talks outstanding’ What about the outgoing administration's untiring courting 
of the PLO? How did the so-called existing ties with the Democratic adminis- 
tration help in foiling the U.S. anti-Israeli votes in the Security Council on 
Jerusalem and the settlements in Judaea and Samaria? 


israel would do well to show patience and not panic and, most importantly, 
to stop debasing itself in the view of everyone by this dishonorable perpetua- 
tion of who is guilty of not having made ties with the Republicans. 


The ties will come, but they are not the main point. 


It is U.S. interests that will guide Reagan's administration, just as they did 
for the policy of all its predecessors, Democrat and Republican, and not 
necessarily the “tie” of thie or that Jewish businessman or one of the 
president's confidants. By the way, as proof that it is still too early to 
concentrate on looking for ties, we can use the fact that Ambassador ‘Evron

Perhaps there is . point in drawing encouragement from the mission Keagan 
gave to Richard Allen, Allen was sent to welcome Begin and to promise close 
cooperation, It may be no coincidence that the man chosen to represent 
Reagan in thie case is Richard Allen, who is the same man Reagan sent to mt 
Begin in (word indistinct) in June=-the start of (words indistinct). 


Israel can certainly console itself with one thing: the Reagan administration 
cemnot be worse than the Carter administration, But perhaps it will be 
better if ite policy is affected by Reagan's recognition that a guaranteed oi! 
flow is not necessarily dependent on 4 solution--ala PLO--to the Palestinian 
problem and that Israel must not be pressured and weakened since thie--as he 
phrased it--would weaken the U.S. position. If only he adheres to these two 
principles, then Israel will be left with a maneuvering space board enough 

for the continuation of the peace process. 


It is a fact that since 1967 no U.S. administration has been able to impose a 
solution on Israel although attempts of this sort have been made (the “Rogers 
Plan" was the basis of one such solution). Israel's position today, despite 
the West's dependence on oil, is much stronger. In the current Middle East 
reality characterized by the fall of the Iranian shah, the Iraq-Iran war, 
Syria, torn apart from outside and from within and bogged down in Lebanon 

and, mainly, the existence of a peace agreement between Egypt and Israel 
(whatever the creake of the “normalization") Israel is not so dangerous. 

When Reagan speaks about Israel--as he has done--and his close aide, 

Richard Allen, tells Begin over and over again: "It must be clear to you that 
our policy ie not determined by a Jewish vote and proof of this is what Reagan 
wrote | year before he was a presidential candidate." Why should Ieraelis 

be so panicky and almost hysterically search for "ties?" 


Will Reagan keep all his promises to Israel? 





No, frankly, he will not. But it will be sufficient if he keeps an appreciable 
part of them for the political and military situation to be immeasurably 
better than it has been up to now. While Begin is visiting the United States 
people are trying to bring him information about what is currently going on 

in Reagan's close circle. The latest information--beyond what Begin heard 
from Richard Allen--is that “according to the evaluation of his close advisers, 
Reagan's attitude toward Israel has always been warm and friendly and he will 
keep most of his promises.” 


Nobody has ever expected a presidential candidate to keep all of his promises. 
If Reagan really keeps most of his promises--and, after all, from Israel's 
viewpoint he said and promised so much--then this will be Israel's greatest 
achievement.

NABULUS COURT SENTENCES TWO ‘TERRORISTS ' 
TAL41500 Tel Aviv MA'ARIV in Hebrew 14 Nov 80 p 6 


|Report by ‘Amos Levav: "Two Terrorists Sentenced in Nabulus to 15 and 17 Years 
in Prison”) 


[Text] Yesterday the Nabulus Military Court sentenced two terrorists, described 
as holding senior positions in their terrorist organizations, to 15 and 17 years 
in prison, 


Khalid Ahmad (‘Atamanah), 33, from Janin, was sentenced to 17 years in prison. 
Military prosecutor Lt Yosef Hiqri described him as the "region's main 
weapons supplier." The prosecutor determined that ('‘Atamanah) had supplied 
sabotage and explosive materiale to terrorist squads--that had, among other 
things, tried to lay an explosive charge on the Bat Galim coast--and was 
captured by ewimmere. Fifty detonators and 2 kg of explosive material were 
found in his house, 


Lieucenant Hiqri accused ('Atamanah) of being a meber of Fatah since 1967, 

when he went to Syria on his own initiative and joined the organization. 

"He holds the most senior status in the organization,” the prosecutor commented. 
He added that (‘Atamanah) was connected with two Israeli-Arab terrorists from 
Galilee who had laid sabotage materials in Karmi'el, ‘Akko and Nahariyya. 


The judges, presided over by Maj Mordekhay Peled, decided: "It is only seldom 
that one can find a man of the type of the accused, who is so adherent to evil 
objectives of sowing ruin and destruction.” 


Hisam Yusuf (Khattatbah), 22, from Bayt Furik village near Nabulus, was 
sentenced to 15 years in prison. Lieutenant Hiqri accused him of being a 
member of the People's Front for the Liberation of Palestine and of having 
tried last March to bring sabotage materials over the Jordan River, together 
with two of hie friends. However, the river had risen and the trio vere 
unable to make the crossing. They waited for a month and in April they 
succeesed in bringing in an “enormous quantity" of ammunition and sabotage 
materials. 


The court decided that this was one of the gravest cases ever brought before 
it and accepted the prosecutor's remarks that the supply of explosive material 
to terrorists was the “breath of life to the terrorist organizations; without 
it they cannot function." 
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SOVLET PEACE COMMITTEE DeLEGATION ARRIVES 
TAOG1923 Tel Aviv ITIM in Hebrew 1815 GMT 4 Nov 80 


[Text] Ben-Gurion Airport, 4 Nov--The Soviet peace committee delegation 
arrived in lerael this evening for a week-long visit as the guest of a public 
committee of Knesset members from different parties who visited the Soviet 
Union 2 years ago on behalf of the peace movement. 


At Ben-Gurion Airport the head of the delegation, Prof (Oleg Aleksandrovich 
Ratov), said che delegation hopes that the talks conducted in Israel will 
lead to improved mutual understanding between Israelis and Russians and will 
aid in solving the Middle East conflict. 


Asked whether it is not desirable to improve relations between the two peoples 
by a resumption of the diplomatic relations between Israel and the Soviet 
Union the head of the Soviet delegation said the Soviet Union does not 
entertain prejudices against Israel. "We only represent a Soviet organization 
but it is known that the Soviet Union severed relations with Israel following 
ieraeli acts of aggression and it is not only the Soviet Union that cut off 
relations with you,” he said. 


Asked what the Soviet peace committee is doing in view of the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan Prof (Andrey Mikhaylovich Zakharov), a repre- 
sentative of the Soviet peace committee, said that the commigtee supports 
Soviet policy in Afghanistan against any foreign intervention in this country. 


The other delegation members .re Mr (Kobert Varshenovich Markarian), a senior 
official of the peace committee, and Mr (Yuriy Leibovich Chernov), a secretary 
of the Soviet Painters’ Union. 


The delegation was received by Knesset members Avraham Melamed (NRP), 
Naftali Feder (MAPAM), Charlie Biton and Tawfiq Tubi (from RAKAH). 


Congratulating the guests MK Feder said he hopes the visit will enable the 
guests to acquaint themselves with the peace-seeking Israel and help them 
"get rid of the stereotype of the Israeli as present in the Soviet Union.” 


No details have been released yet on the visit's schedule since the guests first 
wanted to coordinate the plan with the Russians. According to the plan they will 
cour the country, meet with various groups of people on kibbutzim, in plants and 
in the Knesset and will hold talks, No meetings have been scheduled for the 
visitors with government representatives,

POSSIBLE AGREEMENT WITH EGYPT ON BORDERS IN WEST BANK

[Commentary by Dalya Shehori: "Possible Agreement on the Border in the 
West Bank") 


[Text] Unlike Israel which in the U.S. presidential election gambled on 
Carter and abandoned Reagan, Al-Sadat is playing it both ways regarding 
Israel. He conducts talks on normalization and the autonomy with Begin and, 
at the same time, invites the Labor Party leaders to visit him, Al-Sadat 

has probably found it easier to be wiser because public opinion polls in 
Israel are so unambiguous ari because there is no doubt about him being 

at a dead end as far as Begin is concerned. In any case, the visit of the 
Labor Party delegation composed of Shim'on Peres, Abba Eban and Hayim Bar-lev 
conducted in Egypt last week provided the opportunity for a political dialoque 
and for comparing positions and set the way for continuing the peace process 
after the Israeli leadership has changed. 





At the end of the talks with the Labor Party delegation a rather lengthy joint 
communique was issued, Among other things, it stated that "the two delega- 
tions expressed the hope that the peace process would keep its constant 
momentum and would eventually be joined by Jordanian and Palestinian repre- 
sentatives in order to assure its full success." It was also noted in the 
joint communique that "the National Democratic Party has accepted the invita- 
tion of the Israeli Labor Party to attend its convention" and that additional 
consultations and contacts would be held between the two parties. 


It is not clear from the communique whether the Labor Party and the Egyptian 
ruling party reached an agreement regarding Jordan. One gets the impression 
that if there were any differences of opinion they were blurred out of the 
desire not to stress differences about an as yet unconceived issue. After 
all, Jordan is not anxiously knocking on the door to join the negotiations 
and in case it does so in the future (why not in the framework of the 
autonomy plan?) Al-Sadat would not object to it, 


It seems that the differences between Al-Sadat and the Labor Party regarding 
Jordan stem from differences in temperament and emotional feelings rather 
[than] from political evaluations. Al-Sadat does not harbor any feelings 
toward King Husayn whereas the Labor Party regards him as a partner and 
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wants him to be part of any agreement reached in the region, perhaps because 
of the good experlence the Labor Party has had with him over the years, Once 
| heard a senior Ieraeli poiitician from the Labor Party refer to Husayn 

with deep appreciation and recount the various occasions on which there wae 
full and reliable cooperation with him, 


Yet, at Camp David Al-Sadat explicitly acted not to include Jordan in the 
talks. Did he act so because he believed that Jordan might block the solution 
of the Palestinian problem? Or, maybe he feared that acting jointly with 
Jordan already in the initial phases wouid increase reservations in the Arab 
world about him? In any case, it is rather clear that various considerations 
lead both Al-Sadat and the Labor Party in their attitude toward Jordan. 
Apparently, the right reaction to these possible differences has so far been 
not to stress them since there is no need for it, 


One of the confidential accomplishments reached in the dialogue between the 
Labor Party and President Al-Sadat's party was che remark made by Dr Butrus 
Ghali from which it emerges that Egypt does not necessarily advocate a full 
Israeli withdrawal! to the 4 June 1967 boundaries in the West Bank. During 
a symposium conducted by the OCTOBER magazine, MK Abba Eban explained that 
under no circumstances would Israel return to the 4 June 1967 boundaries 

in the West Bank. Party Deputy Chairman Dr Mustafa Khalil--the former 
Egyptian prime minister and minister of foreign affairs--replied that @n 
the era of missiles territories were not important. There were effective 
substitutes such as demilitarization and arrangements in the field which 
would avail Israel with effective supervision and defense without controlling 
the West Bank, 


Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Dr Butrus Ghali added: "The question 
is what is the Labor Party's map as far as the West Bank is concerned, There 
is a difference if you think about 10 percent (where you will remain) [last 
four words are author's notation] or if you think about more." This was the 
first time that an Egyptian personality raised the possibility--although 
merely in a preliminary question--that Israel will not fully withdraw from 
the West Bank. He spoke about 10 percent and the Israeli participants 
regarded this as a reason for double rejoicing in that the very principle 

on total withdrawal was being cancelled and that the 10 percent issue could 
be regarded as a starting position. 


Labor Party Chairman Shim'on Peres did not answer Dr Ghali's question, since 
he had not come to Cairo to draw maps. Nevertheless, it was decided to leave 
the Egyptian remarks in the minutes of the meeting. Later, Peres replied 

to Dr Ghali and he noted that the Alon plan--which is based on an Israeli 
presence in unpopulated strategic areas--signified a withdrawal to an area 
which constitutes 30 percent cf the West Bank. Peres added that there was 

a difference between the interuational border in the Sinai and the border 

in the West Bank because the latter had never been determined and could be 
for the first time drawn through negotiations. 


The Labor Party delegation emphasized that its position concerning a terri- 
torial compromise was not unly founded on the realization that the 
Palestinians were a political problem but also on the opinion that it was 
immoral to rule 1.25 million Arabs. The Egyptians were impressed by this 
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explanation, or, at least, this is what the Israelis thought. The Egyptians 
asked about settlements in the West Bank, The Labor Perty leaders explained 
that they supported the existence of several settlements and had yet to make 
up their minds regarding others. Evidently, the Egyptians wanted to hear 
that when the Labor Party aseumed power and participated in the negotiations 
ic would agree to remove settlements in the West Bank. However, al. they 
were told was that the Labor Party's approach on the settlements was a 
selective one, based on security considerations and totally different from 
the Likud attitude, The Egyptians were also told that talk about the future 
of the settlements in the West Bank was, in fact, hypothetical. Also, there 
had been no talk about the settlements in the Sinai before the practical 
negotiations on the peace treaty began, 





One of the harshest complaints voiced by the Egyptians referred to the 
situation of the Arabs in the West Bank. We thought, the Egyptians said, 
that the establishment of peace with Israel, our agreement to implement 
full autcaomy in the West Bank and Israel's recognition of the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinians would have an immediate effect on the situation 
of the inhabitants of the West Bank. However, not only has their situation 
not improved but it has worsened. There are restrictions, there is no 
freedom to organize politically, mayors have been deported, the Jerusalem 
Law was enacted and now there are intentions to annex the Golan Heights. 


President Al-Sadat noted that he had not received Begin's reply to his proposal 
regarding the implementation of the autonomy in Gaza first. Had Israel agreed 
to this proposal, Al-Sadat said, this would have had an affect on the dis- 
cussions on the autonomy, In that case we would have made do with a framework 
agreement on the autonomy in the West Bank and Gaza and would have proceeded 
with implementing the autonomy in Gaza first. 


The members of the delegation gained the impression that Al-Sadat had made an 
agreement with President Carter that they would energetically act to complete 
the negotiations on the autonomy after the U.S. election. The results of the 
U.S. election placed Al-Sadat in front of a vacuum, He does not know Reagan 

and does not know what strategy the new administration will adopt. Nevertheless, 
he is encouraged by the strengthening of his position in the Arab world, 

and flourishes a list of the Arab countries followed by a short an: lysis of their 
situation, In Libya there is a lunatic leader, Iran and Iraq are fighting each 
other, Iraq's Husayn is breaking his head, King Husayn does not know what he 
wants, in Syria there is a weak government and Iran is on the brink of a 

nervous breakdown. Indeed, the Arab countries are at odds and thus Egypt 
emerges as a balanced and stable element. Egypt has been and remains a 

leading element in the Arab world. It cannot be ignored so there is no 

reason to be nervous. [sentence as publisned] 


The recognition of the key role Egypt plays in the Arab world enables Al-Sadat 
to show more patience in the face of the postponements in the autonomy negotia- 
tions. His Israeli interlocutors gained the impression that Al-Sadat is not 

in a hurry. There is no urgency regarding the momentum and it is possible 

to wait. Perhaps until the government has changed in Israel? This remains 

an unanswered question. 
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For no apparent reason and, maybe, because of the mystic side of his personality, 
Al-Sadat believes and is convinced that the autonomy talke will end success- 
fully sometime in 1981, At the end of the talke attended by Ierael, Egypt 

and the United States, Al-Sadat sees the following development: Jordan and the 
Palestinians will join the negotiations on the final status of the West Bank. 
Al-Sadat envisions this escenario eo clearly that his interlocutors could not 

but wonder about his utter confidence in the success of the as yet futile 
autonomy talks and the as yet impending participation of Jordan and the 
Palestinians. Al-Sadat apparently relies on the Americans; otherwise, there 

is no other explanation, 


Al-Sadat wanted to hear--and did hear--from the Labor Party leaders that they 
Support the peace treaty and identify with the Camp David accords although 

at the time they had criticized these accords, Al-Sadat referred to the 
importance of solving the problems in the region--namely, establishing the 
autonomy--so that Israel, Egypt and other countries no longer have to occupy 
themselves with the Israeli-Arab conflict and can prepare to face the 

Soviet threat. Simultaneously, Al-Sadat unambiguously stated that he was opposed 
to the establishment of a Palestinian state. In fact, he used the Camp David 
accords to which Al-Sadat works--there is no mention of a Palestinian state or 
the PLO. As far as Jordan is concerned, Al-Sadat said that its presence was 
not necessary at this stage but it could definitely join the next phase since 
no solution is possible without Jordan. Al-Sadat's agreement to continue and 
hold constant contacts with the Labor Party and even send a delegation to the 
party convention in December indicated that he found certain people among the 
members of the visiting delegation with whom he thought it worth his while to 
foster relations not only because they may rise to power but also because 

once they are in power they will be relevant people. 


[ asked member of the delegation MK Abba Eban about his impression from this 
current visit to Egypt, besides the political aspects. Eban had visited 
Egypt during Begin's first visit to that country and noted that peace has 
deepened since then, You could only hear positive statements from Al-Sadat, 
Eban said, whereas now the entire Egyptian establishment praises peace, 
Everybody says that we have passed the point of no-return, that peace was 
good for Egypt, Israel and the entire world. Al-Sadat is depicted in posters 
as the deliverer of peace. People want to know us, both in practice and 
academically, and not only through caricatures and other cliches. 


The impression one gains is that the Labor Party's visit to Egypt was very 
pleasant and calm and that its very existence attests to the way we have 
already traveled since the peace treaty was signed. The not-so-academic 
question of how would normalization look if we had an ambassador who could 
speak and read A-uabic in Cairo, a man with a flexible political conception 
and fully knowledgeable of diplomatic protocol, still remains. There is no 
doubt that a considerable part of the difficulties our first ambassador to 
Cairo, Dr Eliyahi Ben-Elisar, has encountered in adjusting to his new 
residence stems from his opinion, personality, nature and ineptitude rather 
than from Egyrctian intentions to stop the wheels of peace.

[Tztpori]) When they [the cabinet] spoke about beginnings of sett lements--round 
these blocs that already exist we must now consolidate and expand settlements. 
For example, we said that we will begin 10 new settlements this year or early 
next year. This does not mean, however, that Ari‘el, which now has 5,000 to 
6,000 dunams will not grow and become an immense settlement. Let us take 
Giva'tayyim, for example, the entire city is spread over 2,500 to 3,000 dunams. 
Ari'el has 6,000 dunoms. The Rehan region has 8,000 dunams. Then we will set 
up neighborhood sectors, how shall I say it, thousands of families may come to 
live here.

(Text) Tomorrow several new amendments to the citizenship law take effect. 
One of these amendments allows citizenship to be conferred upon residents 

in the administered territories. Our correspondent, Hayim Zissovite heard 
details about the new amendments from the director of the Interior Ministry's 
immigration services and population register department, Yehudit Hibner. 


[Begin recording) |Hibner) There were persons resident in these territories 
who, for reasons of their own, were very interested in acquiring Israeli 
citizenship. Until now the legal situation precluded them from doing so. 
This law enables them to acquire citizenship if they fulfill certain condi- 
tions, first and foremost that they are loyal to the State of Israel and 
have contributed to the country out of this loyalty. 


[Question] That is, a resident of the West Bank or on the Golan Heights or 
in Gaza who expresses loyalty to the state and a desire to help it will now 
be able to acquire citizenship? 


|Aneswer) He will be able to submit a request, and if he fulfills the condi- 
tions I have noted, which are stated in the law, he will be able to acquire 
citizenship.

[Begin recording) The more funds the joint Jordan-PLO Committee grants to 
institutions and organizations in the Gaza Strip, the larger the number of 
people coming to the military government for approval to accept the financial 
aid, The request by the Gaze mayor to be allowed to accept $5 million from 
Arab states and from the joimt committee was not the only request recently 
submitted to the military government. The government has recently approved 
$2 million from Saudi Arabia for a Gaza college, on condition that the money 
not be used for expanding the college but for the payment of wages to 
teachers and other workers. 


The joint committee is attempting to funnel money into the area in every way 
available. Recently it funneled $600,000 to Gaza, through the UNRWA 
organization. Attorney Ibrahim Abu-Sittah, a Gaza Strip notable, who has 

close family ties with the PLO representative on the committee, Hamid Abu-Sittah, 
is now staying in Amman where he will raise funds for the Gaza Strip. 

Hamid Abu-Sittah is also staying in Jordan at present. 


It is noteworthy that whenever the joint committee meets it discusses increas- 
ing the financial aid for the territories. There have been several protests 
in the Gaza Strip that the committee gives preference to the West Bank. 

Gaza notables told us that they thought that the subject of financial aid 

to the territories would be extensively discussed at the Arab summit con- 
ference scheduled for 25 November in Jordan. As is known, Jordan is striving 
to increase ite influence over the Palestinian issue, and it is trying to 
ensure that all funds allocated by the Arab countries for the territories

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CONSUMER PRICE INDEX RELEASED; HISTADRUT REACTS

(Text) The consumer's price index rose by 11 percent in October, Since the 
beginning of the year the index has risen by 100.9 percent. The spokesman 
of the Central Bureau of Statistics reported in October items particularly 
increasing in price were clothing and footwear by 29.2 percent, fruite and 
vegetables by 20.7 percent and health services by 12.4 percent. The whole- 
sale prices index also rose by a large 10.2 percent in October. The index 
of housing costs rose by 11.2 percent. 


An updated survey on apartment prices wae aleo released today. Last month 
the sale price of apartments increased by 10.3 percent. The survey indicated 
that from April to September there was an upewing in the apartment market 
and their selling prices rose by an average of 18 percent. The apartment 
prices that increased the most are in the northern cities and the central 
area. The average price of an apartment in Jerusalem is 350,000 shekels; 

in Tel Aviv, 460,000 shekele and in Haifa and the central area, 270,000 
shekele. 





The Histadrut secretary general reacted by saying that the October index 
rise of 11 percent was the highest since the economic revolution [announced 
by the Likud government upon taking office]. Talking to our correspondents 
Asher Schwartz and Moshe Nestelbaum, Yeruham Meshel emphasized that since 
Yiga'el Hurvitz' appointment as finance minister exactly a year ago, the 
rise has totaled 136.4 percent--almost 40 percent more than in the time 

of Hurvite' predecessor, Bhriich. 


Meshel notes that the price rises occurring in the first half of November 
were not included in the October index. These include the price of fuel, 
transportation, milk and milk products, oil and margarine. In his opinion 
the government must fulfill the Hiestadrut's basic demands, both to help 
large families and to update various allowances. Meshel announced that 
the Histadrut will not accept any erosion in wage earners’ real wages and 
it ie doubtful that in the 1961 wage agreement the Histadrut will demand 
wage increases for the workers as well as full cost of living increases.

OLL INVESTMENT HAS GROWN SINCE CAMP DAVID

When 
the field was returned to Egypt in November 1979, it was supplying about 

20 percent of Israel's daily oil needs. 


The increased output served as a bargaining counter, and helped secure Egypt's 
agreement to support Israel with of] after the return of the area, the 

source eaid. Egypt also compensated the Israeli National O11 Company for the 
equipment and installations it left at ‘Alma, and paid for the seismic and 
geological information the company had gathered in the Gulf of Suez. 


In the northern Sinai gas field, near Moshav Sadot, the testing bores vere 
completed in September 1977. Over the next 10 months, further drillings 
defined the full extent of the field and ite reserves of gas. It was realized 
that extracting gas from the field would be a lucrative proposition. But the 
Camp David accords of September confronted the Energy Ministry with a dilemma: 
whether it would be worthwhile developing and using the field for only 
two-and-a-half years, according to the source. 


The Sadot gas field is due to be returned to Egypt in April 1982. No agreement 
has yet been reached as to whether Israel will continue to be able to extract 
gas from the site. 


In the end, the ministry decided to lay gas pipes from Sadot to a site near 
‘Arad, 80 kilometers away, where the gas is processed. The pace of construction 
was stepped up and on August 17, 1979 the extraction of gas began.

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LESS OPPUSITION TO SETTLEMFNTS--There has been a considerable decline in the 
view that the establishment of additional settlements in Judaea and Samaria 
is liable to prove an obstacle to autonomy, according to a Pori public opinion 
poll which was commissioned by HA'ARETZ, The number of those opposed to the 
establishment of new settlements has decreased from 45,3 percent in May 1980 
to 37.5 percent. When asked, "Do you think that the establishment of 
additional settlements in Judaea and Samaria could--or could not--be a major 
obstacle in the establishment of autonomy in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip?" 37.5 percent gave a positive reply, as opposed to a nearly identical 
number=-34,0 percent--who said that the establishment of additional settlements 
would not be an obstacle to autonomy. A further 14,4 percent said that the 
establishment of additional settlements "might" be an obstacle to autonomy, 
while the remaining 14.1 percent had no opinion either way. The public also 
sees no special urgency in reaching an agreement on autonomy, "in light of 
the recent events in the Middle East."

DIRECTOR DISCUSSES MAURITANIZATION, GUELBS PROJECT FINANCING 
Nouakchott CHAAB in French 8, 9 Oct 80 p 3 


[Interview with Baba Ould Abdallahi, administrative director of the SNIM-SEM 


[National Industrial and Mining Company}: "We Are Hoping That the Financing of 
the Guelbs Project Could be Started This Month")

[Excerpts) Recently Baba Ould Abdallahi, administrative 
director general of the SNIM-SEM recently gave an interview 
to the national press in the course of which he reviewed 
the financial situation of the company for the first half 
—** and discussed the problem of hiring Mauritanian 
cadres. 


In that part of the interview, answering a question on the 
cost of employing foreigners, the speaker stipulated that 
"If a foreigner is not needed he would not be kept by theSNIM, 
if needed, he would be kept whatever the cost.” 


This cost is very high, he pointed out, for comparing what 

a foreigner is paid compared with a Mauritanian hired in a 
similar position, the foreigner's salary is higher by a4 

factor of 8. Furthermore, the administrative director general 
of the SNIM commented on the new directions in the management 
of the company which earned the SNIM management the cont ragula- 
tions of the adminiatrative council. 


Question: Could you give us an idea of the cost to the SNIM of employing a 
foreigner and how could the hiring of Mauvritanians affect such costs? 


Answer: As you realize, hiring foreigners is very expensive. Obviously, the 
problem of foreigners is not one of cost. it is whether or not a foreigner is 
needed or is not. I believe that the current option is that we should hire 
foreigners only to the extent to which they are indispensable to the operation 
of our enterprise. in my view, this is the fundamental option, for if we must 
have foreigners because we need them, because they cannot be replaced, or 
because we do not have the Mauritanian personne! we need, at such a time we must 
have the type of personnel we need, whatever the cost, to the extent to which 
auch personnel is indispensable. The basic option, however, is that in the 
future, when the foreigner will not be necessary, he will not be kept by the 
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SNIM. If he tn needed, he will stay, whatever hie coat. I would say that the 
Cost t8 quite high compared with the wage of a4 Mauritanian on the same level, 
the difference varying by a factor of 45, not counting other benefits which are 
not given the Mauritanians, such as insurance, social security, or travel to the 
country of origin. 


Therefore, if we were to compare such wages and benefits with the wages of a 
Mauritanian, they would be higher by a factor of 8. This is extremely expensive. 
That is why, actually, the hiring of Mauritanian personnel is not merely a 
nationalistic action. I believe that it is an economic action as well, for it 
enables the company to achieve substantial savings. 


However, this must be considered with a great deal of objectivity. The Mauri- 
tanians must realize that a number of positions they have been given in the 
enterprise are extremely important. Quite frequently the young Mauritanians we 
are currently employing are young people with great intellectual capacity. Their 
training is excellent. However, in order to properly implement the tasks which 
had been entrusted to foreigners, the Mavritanians who lack the same experience 
and years of practice should exercise their willpower. The Mauritanians must 
realize that the enterprise, being their own, its existence, its operations and 
the efforts it is making to hire Mauritanians depend, above all, on them. This 
means that they must apply a great deal of goodwill to carry out their jobs. 

Only thus could the conversion to Mauritanian personnel be good. Essentially, 

it i8 not 4 question of a decision to be made by the general management according 
to which Mr X will replace Mr Y. Mr X will have to realize that he is replacing 
Mr Y first of all because he is a Mauritanian. Furthermore, he must have the 
proper knowledge and an interest in the enterprise and the personne! of the enter- 
prise, the environment and the country at large, because he is tied to this 
country. He muet be a Mauritanian with national feelings as each one of us has. 
Such national feelings gust play a role, for they are as important as knowledge.

Excerpts) The Guelbs project which will determine the future 
of the SNIM has been launched. The company's officials believe 
that the starting point for che implementation of the finan- 
cing plan will be this month. This was stated by Baba Ould 
Abdallahi in this final part of the interview he recently 

gave to the national press following the meeting of the com- 
pany's administrative council. 


Question: The future of the SNIM-SEM depends on the Guelbs project. What point 
has it reached’ 


Anawer: On the subject of the Guelbs project may I simply repeat here that its 
purpose will enable us to undertake the first stage of the exploitation of two 
rocky mountain peaks known as the Guelb El Ghain and the Guelb Oum Arwaguen 
located east of Zoverate. 


This exploitation has become necessary because the exploitation of the Kedia of 
idjill, which enabled us to market a rich mineral, is becoming exhausted. 














The situation of the Kedia of idjill today enables us to say that by 1982 we 
shall be forced to find a compensation for the Kedia output for, as you know, 

the current inatallations enable us to extract and haul 12 million tons per year. 
Even at the 10 million tons per year level, the output of the Kedia of Idjill 
would drop to an average of 6 million tons by 1984, Therefore, in order for the 
company to retain it® output capacity and keep open the jobs they are providing 
today and maintain the level of earnings which it has reached, and if it is to 
remain viable, it should find the means co compensate for this shortage in the 
extraction of minerals. it is precisely the development of the Guelb El Ghain, 
the first to be developed, which will provide such a compensation, The 
minerals extracted from the Guelb are far poorer (35 percent iron content). How- 
ever, they are magnetic and, consequently, can be enriched. The installations 
which will be builc, this time, will no longer be exclusively geared for extrac- 
tion but will include a concentration plant. This is the reason for their 
substantially higher cost compared with the extraction of the rich Kedia 
deposits. 


Let us apecify in the case of the mineral we shall extract in the Guelba that it 
would not be sold as it would be but, therefore, would have to be concentrated. 
This will be achieved with a concentration plant which will require the building 
of a major electric power plant and other related installations. This will 
require an initial investment of $450-460 million. 


About $360 of the $460 will be financed by external sources following the enact- 
ment of loan agreements currently being completed. The financing has already 
been concretized by the loan agreements, guarantees and collaterals and is 
currently being organized. We hope that it will be started in October, for the 
conditions which are demanded of us. Consequently, we are in the process of 
meeting the overall conditions demanded by the financing sources and we hope that 
they will agree to open the financing in October, for currently we have already 
signed a number of contracts related to the implementation of the Guelb projec:. 
Equipment has already been ordered and work on the site has been undertaken, 
particularly the rail linkage between Guelb El Ghain with the old tracks in the 
Kedia of Idjill area. 


The building of a power plant, (aerofols) magnetic separators, primary and 
secondary crushing mills, installations for the erection of the metal structures 
for the building of the El Ghain plant and the power plant, and other engineering 
projects common to the entire installation have already been undertaken. To 
this effect the SNIM has already made payments either in advance or when due 
based on contracts concluded with the various enterprises. Such payments have 
already reach «rhmajor sums that should the sources of financing refuse to 
implement the loan agreements in October, the company's treasury would find 
itself in a rather delicate situation, for so far we have already paid out over 
$22 million as an advance out of our own funds. Phis is an advance which should 
normally be reimbursed to us by the financing institutions from the loans. 
Consequently, the Guelb project has been initiated and we believe that on the 
financial level the starting point will be in October. 


Question: Mr Director General, in the course of this same session the results 
of the 1979 fiscal year were examined. What were its results and what will its 
repercussions be on the year 1980 which is coming to a close? 
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Anawert The fiscal 1979 ended in a deficit, unfortunately. In some aspects the 
situation was quite touchy, for in some cases the company made a certain number 
of overpayments compared with the budget as stipulated by the council. In some 
cases such overpayment «a were substantial, Nevertheless, the current general 
management and the administrative counci] were able to take a certain number of 
measures, for it was the atudy of the 1979 financial situation which led ua to 
consider the conditions under which a certain number of sectors within the enter- 
prise were functioning, leading to such expenditures. This enabled us to realize 
that in some areas there were no follow-ups and that a number of out-of-step 
actions had been taken which prevented the company from economizing. That is 

why we were forced to take a certain number of measures whose effects are already 
partially being felc. It is obvious that these effects are the results of the 
very great efforts made particularly by those in charge and the workers. We must 
state that without such efforts no results would have been achieved, for we have 
been forced to put an end to some situations. We were forced to change some 
habits. For example, we realized that vehicle operations were very costly. In 
Zouerate we ordered that all service vehicles no longer be used after the normal 
working hours. 


Furthermore, after work such vehicles are kept in an area guarded by company 
agents and those who use them must retrieve them in the morning when work begins. 
Our personnel accepted this decision as they accepted decisions involving some 
reorganizations in the use, for example, of spare parts. We have eliminated a 
certain number of intermediary storage areas in the workshops. We have taken 
measures to enable the central warehouse to deliver parts when needed, for such 
deliveries, which take place two or three days following the request, made it 
possible for those in charge of the workshops to acquire intermediary stockpiles. 
This was a rather risky method for taking parts out of the warehouse, making 
possible, in some cases, the disappearance of such parts. 


Finally, all these measures are based on the fact that the 1979 operational year 
resulted in a loss to be avoided. We became aware of the fact that unless 
measures were taken, such actions which harmed the company in 1979 would not 
make it possible to repair the situation. 


Question: The administrative council has given you the power to sign the agree- 
ment relinquishing the DCPP | Petroleum Products Marketing Department | which be- 
came a state company. When will this separation become effective? 


Anawer: The transfer of the DCPP to the state is a decision which had been made 
at the request of the government. The administrative council had given its 
agreement for the petroleum products marketing department and the Nouakchott SNIM 
workshop to be transferred to the state. The state, therefore, set up a company 
to this effect known as the Mauritanian Petroleum Products Marketing Company 
_SMPP_. This company is being organized. In order to prevent this separation 
from resulting in shortages for the country and disagreements among the trans- 
ferred personnel, this separation will be practically implemented the moment the 
SMPP will be able to take over from the SNIM. We are hoping now that all this 
will be achieved by 1 November.

“RC CONSTRUCTED PORT TO BE COMPLETED WITHIN 4 YEARS

(Text! Nouakchott's deep water port, built by the Peoples Republic of China pursu- 
ant to a biiateral cooperation program, will cost the tidy eum of 6 billion ouguiya 
when ready to operate; it will be one of the foremost achievements of the country. 


In fact, the Port de | 'Amiti@, financed by a Chinese loan, is a living example of 
cooperation and of shared concerns among Third World Countries. It will undoubtedly 
have a clear ana direct impact on the life of the average Mauritanian. That is why 
one need have no hesitation in confidently asserting that the Port de 1'Amitié is 
the natural, normal accompaniment to another gigantic achievement--the Novakchott- 
Nema highway--the highway of hope. Construction of a deep-water port will no doubt 
resolve the difficulties encountered by various companies--Nouakchott Wharf in 
particular--in bringing supplied into the country. 


Also, we will no longer depend on foreign ports where until now our imports of heavy 
equipment and other merchandise are unloaded. 


Meanwhile, it must be said that the construction work is proceeding satisfactorily 
nd, according to M Yu Lanyu, engineer in charge of the construction works, it 
should be completed in a little less than 4 years if all prob.ems are resolved on 
‘ime. 


the crucial current problem for the Chinese technicians is the lack of adequate data 
on Atlantic Coast weather conditions.

More than 210 meters of bridge are now completed and the whole land infrastr cture-- 
enclosure, road=bed, warehouses, workshops, and administrative buildinge--are well 
on the way toward completion, The high seas platform is in place and trial rune 
have atarted. This platform, ordered from the Netherlands, cost the sum of approxi- 
mately $4,700,000, or 211,500,000 ouguiya, witheut counting the tug. 


It arrived last 15 Auguet and was installed in the sea where it is being tried our 
by Chinese, Dutch, and Mauritanian engineers who must gather the technical data 1 
ed for continuing operations. 


The dock itself will have the form of an obtuse angle approximately 1450 meters long 
and 13.5 meters wide.

EEC FINANCING DAM PROJECT 
Nouakchott CHAAB in French 8 Oct 80 p 1 
(Report: "$13 Million for the Foum Gleita Dam" ] 


‘Text } In Brussels the BEC has given the green light for the financing of a 
major development project requested by our country. 


This applies to the building and operation of a dam and reservoir at Foum Gleita, 
in the center of th Gorgol Noir Basin, which is an affluent of the Senegal River. 


The dam, which will make possible the irrigation and cultivation of 3,600 hec- 
rares of land in the southern part of the country, will help to reduce our 
dependence of external food supplies. Actually, once completed, i.e., in slightly 
over two years, according to expert computations, the farmers in the Kaedi area 
will be raising over 25,000 tons of cereal crops, rice and corn, eventually, and 
2,400 tons of vegetables. 


This would be sufficient to feed the area and, eventually, ship surpluses to 
other parts of the country. 


The total cost of the project is very high, $97 million. It will be financed, 
therefore, from several sources. 


The EEC has approved its share of $13 million. 


Other financing sources which have pledged to contribute to the financing of the 
project are the Saudi Development Fund, the Abou Dhabi Fund, the Islamic Develop- 
ment Bank, the FAC (French Aid and Cooperation Fund), Bilateral German Aid, the 
World Bank Group and the FIDA (International Agricultural Development Fund). 


The project will be implemented by the Gorgol Project Authority and an institu- 
tion which has been recently organized by SONADER (National Rural Development 
Company). 


This is considered the biggest agricultural project so far financed in our coun- 
rry.

RALNFALL THIS YEAR CLOSE TO NORMAL, 
Nouakchott CHAAB in French 8 Oct 80 p 1 
(Report: "This Year Precipitation Will Be Close to Normal" | 


[Text] Even though precipitation this year is still below normal, the shortage 
is less drastic compared with previous years in the area of the rivers of Gorgol. 
Such is the conclusion of technicians working on the Agryment Project which, at 
the end of each September, determines the balance of precipitation recorded in 
the country. 


At the beginning of the 1980 winter season, their balance shows a precipitation 
comparable to a normal year even though there was a shortage of rain virtually 
throughout the country and, particularly, in the north: The Aleg Monguel area 
alone had above-normal precipitation. 


Comparisons with recent years indicate that precipitation in the river area had 
reached 84 percent of the normal in Rosso, 89 percent in Boghe and 75 percent in 
Kaedi. 


This year the Tamchekett area has been particularly deprived of rain and in the 
north and the northwest the ratio between the precipitation and the normal ranges 
between 10 and 20 percent. Compared to previous years the precipitation in 1980 
equaled that of 1978 and 1979. 


However, the Agryment technicians add, the timing was better in 1980 in the 
sense that after a month of July relatively deprived of precipitation over the 
entire country, in August and September rains fell regularly within the stipu- 
lated period. This was not the case in 1978 and 1979, 


This gives our farmers a reason to be satisfied. They will not fail to draw 
greater benefits from this winter season with a view to reaching food self- 
sufficiency.

MOROCCAN=SPANISH RELATIONS DISCUSSED 
Overtures To Renewed Relations 
Rabat L'OPINION in French 17 Oct 80 p 1 


[Text] The signing of a new agreement for cultural cooperation between Morocco 
and Spain, to replace the one established in 1957, is a concrete example of the 
progress that has been made by the diplomatic corps of these two nations towards 
better understanding and a joint desire to overcome bilateral disputes. 


Contrary to preliminary speculation, the documents resulting from the recent visit 
of the Spanish Ministry of Foreign Affairs to Morocco indicate the beginning of 
a solution to this problem. 


It is obvious that only general guidelines could be established at these high levels. 
The details and determination of the drafts of agreements depend on the competence 
of experts. 


Consequently, towards the end of this month, Morocco and Spain will sign a treaty 
creating a study commission to deal with the project for constructing a fixed 

link across the Straits of Gibraltar. Renewal of the present agreement concerning 
fishing rights will be discussed by experts beginning 28 October. Last of all, 
Spain has made a firm commitment to facilitate the transit of Moroccan citrus 
fruits over Spanish territory. 


[t is evident that the discussions held by the two chiefs of the Moroccan and 
Spanish diplomatic corps renewed cooperation between our two countries and even 
raised it to the level at which it should have been all the time. 


Beyond this aspect of the matter, we shall witness the beginning of a new climate 
in our bilateral relations. It may be predicted that this psychological barrier, 
which is responsible for many misunderstandings between our two countries, will 
tend to disappear. Henceforth, Morocco and Spain can aspire to objective coopera- 
tion, to cooperation of partners. 


iis Majesty, Hassan II, recently said that neither Morocco nor Spain can be budged, 
that we run the same risks and that we have complementary interests with regard 

to geopolitics. Consequently, it is natural that consultations between the officials 
of both countries will yield the expected results and will correct the errors 
committed by one side or the other. 
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Discussions Between Ministers 
Rabat L'OPTNION in French 15 Oct 80 pp 1, 3 


[Text] Upon invitation from the Minister of State for Foreign Affairs and 
Cooperation, Me M'Hamed Boucetta, the Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs, Jose- 
Pedro Perez-Llorca, arrived Monday evening at the Rabat-Sale airport for an 
official 24-hour visit to Morocco. 


In a statement to the press, the Spanish Minister of Foreign /'! Lrs expressed 
his delight and satisfaction to be in Morocco in his capacity of head of the 
Spanish diplomatic corps. 


"This is my first official trip outside of my country with regard to bilateral 
matters,’ he said, emphasizing the great importance attached by the Spanish Govern- 
ment to its ties with Morocco and to the contacts and friendly relations which 
exist between the two countries. 


"It is a normal phase of Spanish policy to entertain friendly relations with our 
great neighbor to the South, Morocco," stated the Spanish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs who added that this visit will furnish the opportunity for an exchange 
of views with his Moroccan counterpart and with other Moroccan officials. 


Jose-Pedro Perez-Llorca concluded by expressing the desire that the visits by 
the two diplomatic chiefs to each other's country would increase in frequency for 
the benefit of both nations. 


Upon descending from the aircraft, the chief of the Spanish diplomatic corps was 
greeted by his counterpart Me M'hamed Boucetta as well as Abdelhaq Tazi, Secretary 
of State for Cooperation, Alfonso de la Serna, Spanish ambassador to Morocco, 
Maati Jorio, ambassador from the court of His Majesty, King Hassan II, of Morocco 
to Spain, Mohamed Kabbaj, in charge of the mission to the Royal Cabinet and of 

the fixed (transit) link between Europe and Africa across the Straits of Gibraltar, 
Omar Benchemsi, governor of His Majesty, the King, in the Rabat-Sale prefecture, 

as well as several other personalities. 


The two ministers were then scheduled to have a conversation followed by a lengthy 
work session which included the delegations of both nations. 


Preparation of an early visit to Spain by His Majesty, King Hassan II, renewal 
of a fishing agreement, which will expire on 31 January 1981, the problem of 
transit of Moroccan citrus fruits across Spain, construction of a fixed link 
(bridge or tunnel) across the Straits of Gibraltar as well as the question of 
tension in northwestern Africa constituted the principal subjects which were 
scheduled to be discussed when the session was continued yesterday morning. 


Then, the Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs was received by the Prime Minister 
and Minister of Justice, Me Maati Bouabid. 


The conversation dealt with bilateral relations and the methods that would be 
suitable for strengthening cooperation between the two nations in the areas of 


economics, culture, science and technology. 
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lt should be mentioned that Me Boucetta gave a dinner in honor of his Spanish counter- 
part. On this occasion, Me Boucetta presented a speech, the complete text of which 
appears below. 


"Minister Boucetta: This new Moroccan-Spanish meeting is a source of great 
satisfaction to us. It testifies to the continuity of the ties of friendship 

and good neighborliness that exist between our two countries, ties that we intend 
to consolidate even further. Consequently, we are particularly happy to receive 
you as the distinguished representative of an old friendly nation whose destiny 
has been intimately linked with ours. 


Minister Coucetta, we realize that your first official visit to a friendly country 
has been made to Morocco, While fully appreciating this gesture, we believe 

that it fits in with the policy of cooperation that has become habitual between 
our two countries each time that changes in the international situation require it. 


Finally, your visit takes place at a particularly critical time as regards the 
international situation and will permit us to work together closely on matters 
that concern us. 


In the Middle East, Israel persists in its policy of illegal occupation of Arab 
territories, the legitimate rights of the Palestine people continue to be flouted 
and the achievement of peace requires that the international community redouble 
its efforts. In view of all this, the Arab world appreciates the policy followed 
by Spain which has always upheld the cause of law and justice. 


Similarly, we cannot remain indifferent to the armed conflict between Iraq and Iran, 
Our nation can only deplore this war between two neighboring countries which are 
united by cies of religion and history. 


In view of the obligations which are incumbent on it as an active member of the 
Islamic family and its attachment to the principle of peaceful solution of 

differences, Morocco is ready to support any action which is capable of putting 
an end to this conflict and of permitting Iraq to recover its historical rights. 


These conflicts, Minister Boucetta, which have been contained up to now, run the 
risk of degenerating to a point where world peace would become endangered. 


Spain and Morocco, which are countries that occupy a privileged position in the 
Mediterranean area and are centrally located between Europe, Africa and the Arab 
world, should make their contribution to the solution of these conflicts. 


Minister Boucetta, Morocco believes in the virtue of dialogue for solving differences 
which may arise between nations. It has continued to demonstrate this belief in 
spite of acts of aggression which have been taken against it and in spite of a 
violent ideological war which has been conducted against it ever since it recovered 
{ts Saharan territories. 


This desire for peace is a result of our concern for not closing the door to the 
future and for contributing to stability and peace in a vital region of the world. 
We are convinced that Spain shares the concern for preserving our region from a 
conflict that would be detrimental to everyone. Morocco is open to any dialogue 
with regard to its territorial integrity and its unity.
